These denominations are those required for first class letters (BUT see 
below). DO NOT send U.S.stamps for payment as Leo can NOT use them, send money 
order or cash.BE SURE to include 5 cents for rettirn postage, Lee cannot provide 
specific Canadian Issues. 

Now, we would like to add a few notes on this NRC service. Mexican 20s have 
been used for return postage when asking for letters or cards from many Mexican 
stations. They have. also been used on rrepared cards. Results have been excellent. 
On the other hand, using the 2 centers on Cuban stations has not produced very good 
results. And the stations that did reply ALWAYS ADDED 4 cents postage. Thus it 
would seem that first class postage from Cuba is not satisfactory, For thig reason 
we suggest that KENH the airmail postage of 8 cants.be sent.
